But 
last Friday night through the 
generosity of the operators of 
the Woodhaven Bowling Cen- 
ter and more than 180 private 
citizens, the league’s new di- 
rectors struck it rich with cash 
donations and all styles of ex- 
pressions of support 

New league President Cathy 
Laginess praised the home- 
town support from all ages so 
that the league’s drive for 
$1,800 was surpassed. Now, 
both the league’s national fees 


and insurances can be paid on 
time before New Year’s Day, 
she said. 

Seeing a overflow crowd at 
the bowling alley has really in- 
spired the new directors, Lagi- 
ness said. 

“We even received a call of 
financial support from Be- 
lleville Little League Presi- 
dent Larry Fixx, if we needed 
it. The offer brought tears to 
my eyes,” she said, “but at 
least for now, we won’t need it. 
But it is comforting to know 
that such support is there, if 
another need such as this 
arises.”

The Romulus Cable Com- 
munication Commission’s de- 
cision not to carry any more 
city council meetings until the 
council returns to Romulus 
City Hall was not an edict pas- 
sed down from Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, cable coordinator 
Oliver Warren told the City 
Council Monday night 

The reason is that the city- 
owned cable cameras need re- 
pair and readjustments and it 
is not cost effective to adjust to 
34th District Court lights and 
sounds, when the council will 
be returning to its regular 
chambers in January, Warren 
explained. 

Warren denied there was 


any political reasons for the 
suspension of meeting cover- 
age, saying it was strictly be- 
cause of technical problems. 

Warren said a decision will 
be made by next week as to 
whether the next sessions of 
the Zoning Board of Appeals 
hearing on the commercial 
deepwell issues would be 
shown on cable on a delayed 
basis. The hearings are slated 
to be held at 7:30 p.m. next 
Wednesday and Thursday in 
the 34th District Court 

Warren said he might try to 
provide coverage with a single 
camera those nights, but ad- 
mitted it is not a quality way to 
provide coverage for such im- 
portant meetings.

Plans to clean up the old 
toxic dump near Wick Elemen- 
tary School may be pushed 
back until the spring of 1995, 
Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources (DNR) Project 
Manager Karen Thomas told 
the Romulus City Council Mon- 
day night. 

It had originally been 
hoped that the clean up would 
take place during the up- 
coming Christmas school holi- 
day, since the DNR prefers to 
work on such dump clean ups 
during the winter in case there 
is any type of spill. 

But since there is still some 
council debate as to the type of 
fencing needed (cyclone or 
snow fencing) around the 
dump area, Thomas said it ap- 
pears that the clean up may be 
delayed until Easter since the 
DNR would rather do the work 
while the elementary and Mid- 
dle School students are away 
from the Wick Road area. 

The DNR also announced 
they will conduct a public in- 
formational meeting at 7:30 
p.m. Dec. 13 at the Romulus 
Middle School on Wick Road 
on issues relating to the old 
Satterlee Dump. 

Thomas revealed the pur- 
pose of the dump public meet- 
ing will be to “inform 
interested citizens about the 
nature of the contamination, 
the potential impacts on the 
site and surrounding areas 
and the fact that future investi- 
gations will be conducted at 
the site” prior to the actual 
clean up. 

DNR representatives will 
be on hand to answer ques- 
tions from the public next 
Tuesday night, Thomas said. 

As to background on the 
dump, the DNR stated the fol- 
lowing in its meeting notice: 
“The Wick site was originally a 
landfill that accepted general 
domestic and commercial 
waste beginning in the 
mid-1950s. The landfill was 
closed in 1975, when it was dis- 
covered that excavations had

been made below the water ta- 
ble, waste materials had been 
deposited in contact with the 
groundwater and leachate was 
leaking into nearby ditches.” 

The notice continued, “In 
1987 the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency conducted 
an environmental assessment 
at the Wick site and discovered 
several hundred 55-gallon 
drums, some of them badly de- 
teriorated and appeared to 
have once contained metal 
shavings, powdery substances 
and paint-like waste material. 

More than 360 of those bar- 
rels were removed by the DNR 
in 1989 and 1990. 

A 1990 site investigation, the 
report goes on, indicated that 
contamination existed in the 
shallow groundwater, perime- 
ter surface water and surface 
water sediments. During the 
study, numerous other drums 
were located on the west- 
central portion of the state. 

When the mini-study on the 
dump site was called to order 
Monday night amidst three 
other special meetings prior to 
the regular Romulus City 
Council, veteran Councilman 
Jimmie Raspberry threatened 
to boycott the session since he 
(along with other council mem- 
bers) was just handed a writ- 
ten copy of the DNR’s response 
to Romulus’ queries on the 
Wick Road dump question. 

Raspberry was told that 
while the certified DNR letter 
was written on Nov. 29, it 
wasn’t mailed until Dec. 1 and 
didn’t arrive in the assistant 
city attorney’s office until Mon- 
day.

as saying people felt that the 
poor verbal reproduction at 
recent council meetings was 
an effort by city government to 
hide information from the 
public.

Youth charged 
with city theft 

A check with Romulus po- 
lice reveals that a 13-year-old 
Romulus boy was responsible 
for a Jan. 25 theft of $295 fVom 
the city’s Animal Control Offi- 
cer's office. 

The larceny was mentioned 
in a recent city audit, but the 
audit did not list the date, 
amount taken or if any arrests 
were made. 

Detective Lt. Kenneth 
Kraus said the sneak theft oc- 
curred after 5:20 p.m. Jan. 24 
and was reported to police at 
10:25 a.m. the next day. 

Kraus said the youth was 
turned over to juvenile court 
authorities. They money re- 
portedly was taken from a 
desk drawer in the animal con- 
trol office. 

City Ordinance Officer 
Steve Banko was critical of the 
audit writer and newspaper 
account of the larceny, claim- 
ing that it cast suspicion on 
city employees. 

Banko also said he and his 
wife were not married at the 
time of the city audit and he 
has “never handed cash over 
to my spouse.” His letter along 
with that of City TVeasurer Jim 
Napiorkowski’s appears today 
on page A-7. 

The audit prepared for the 
Romulus City Council was urg- 
ing a tightening of money han- 
dling within the city offices.

City assessor 
role is defined 

City Assessor Matt Raftary 
revealed that a Michigan State 
Attorney General’s opinion 
states the assessor works un- 
der the direction of the mayor, 
not the city treasurer. 

Raftary said he was calling 
attention to the March 31, 1980 
opinion of Attorney General 
Frank Kelley because City 
Treasurer Ja m‘e s 
Napiorkowski stated in a re- 
cent news account that accord- 
ing to the city charter the 
assessor should work under 
the direction of the city trea- 
surer. 

Napiorkowski had made the 
remark in reference to the 
need of revising the Romulus 
City Charter to make it more 
current. 

Kelley’s opinion stated 
“since Rorr.ulus became a 
home rule city in 1970, the city 
assessors have been appointed 
by the mayor. Absent any pro- 
vision in the charter to indi- 
cate that the assessor is 
subject to the control and su- 
pervision of the city treasurer, 
it is my opinion that the city 
issessor would serve under 
the mayor as the chief admin- 
istrative and executive head of 
the city.” 


Phone system means extra money

What would you think of a 
telephone service that helps 
parents, makes teachers jobs 
easier and provides funding to 
the Wayne-Westland School 
District without costing tax- 
payers a penny? 

Well, school officials think 
it’s great and have already in- 
stalled a single unit at Lincoln 
Elementary School in West- 
land and with the assistance of 
area businesses hope to pro- 
vide a complete system to the 
public. 

“It will provide one more 
opportunity for parents to find 
out what is going on with their 
kids,” Assistant Superinten- 
dent Gary Dell said. 

The parent-teacher commu- 
nication system is available 
through Computer Services 
Source, Inc., located in Ann 
Arbor, and the funding for this 
system, according to owner 
Ken Sharpe comes from 
advertising. 

“It can be a means of help- 
ing the schools get the extra 
money they need to upgrade,” 
Sharpe said. “Ideally, 50 per 
cent of the revenue generated 
could go to the district provid 
ing between $5,000 and $10,000 
per school per year.” 

However, Computer Ser- 
vices Source Vice President 


Dan Pilon added, “We’re in a 
Catch 22. We need advertising 
to put the system in, but they 
(advertisers) want the system 
in first.” 

Sharpe is hoping to obtain 
enough advertising dollars to 
install the system and have it 
running in the two high 
schools and at Lincoln by Jan. 
1, 1995. 

“We’re looking for anyone 
interested in helping educa- 
tion with moral integrity,” 
Sharpe said, adding that ads 
such as cigarettes and lottery 
would not be acceptable. 

“Kids may be calling in and 
hearing who the advertisers 
are,” Sharpe said. 

Lincoln Elementary 
teachers are practicing plac- 
ing and retrieving messages off 
the system, which Lincoln 
Principal Marian Greer hopes 
to have up and running before 
Christmas break. 

“We’re excited about it. It 
will save us many calls, espe- 
cially on half days when about 
50 to 100 people call in asking 
what part of the day children 
attend school,” Greer said. 

“Teachers can put home- 
work assignments on the sys- 
tem and reminders about field 
trips, etc. 1 think it will save a 
tremendous amount of time,” 
Greer added. 

When parents call in they 


will hear a 30-second adver- 
tisement about the sponsor of 
the system. Then parents can 
listen to a recorded message 
about what their children did 
during the school day or week, 
upcoming projects, homework, 
extra-curricular activities, the 
lunch menu and much more. 

Parents’ work schedules 
will no longer be a problem 
since they can leave person- 
alized messages for their 
child’s teacher any time of the 
day or night and teachers can 
program the system to call par- 
ents. These messages cannot 
be altered or accessed by any- 
one other than the receiver. 

“If their child’s home sick, 
instead of trying to get the 
teacher, parents can get the in- 
formation off the mailbox,” 
Sharpe said, referring to 
homework. “It makes it as easy 
as possible for parents to be 
involved,” Sharpe added. 

Sharpe is also attempting to 
implement the system in De- 
troit Public Schools. 

If the system is installed in 
Wayne-Westland, Computer 
Sendees Source Inc. can pro- 
vide more money-making pro- 
grams to the district, according 
to Sharpe. Some of these ser- 
vices include a computerized 
monitoring service for the 
home, computer head start 
and personalized children’s 
reading books.

Romulus receive drug 
money totaling $500,000

The Romulus Police De- 
partment was presented with 
more than $536,000 in drug for- 
feiture money by special 
agents of the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration. 

At the same time Lt. David 
Early, head of the Special In- 
vestigations Unit, was pre- 
sented with a plaque honoring 
his SIU team for “outstanding 
contributions in the field of 
drug law enforcement.” 

DEA Special Agent in 
Charge Dale Schuitema 
praised the city undercover 
agents by saying “no other city 
has shown the cooperation and 
the ability to be ready to assist 
at a moment’s notice.” 

Acting Romulus Police 
Chief Daryl Poe accepted the 
funds and “placed them in the 


city’s drug forfeiture account 
to be used in accordance with 
federal guidelines.” 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
said some of the forfeiture 
funds would be used for spe- 
cial team salaries. 

Romulus Detective Sgt. 
James Rafalski, who is as- 
signed to assist the DEA task 
force, also was presented with 
an award for his outstanding 
contributions while assigned 
to the DEA group. He was 
praised also for his dedication 
and development of major 
cases that resulted in nu- 
merous arrests and fund sei- 
zures.” 

The amount of forfeiture 
funds turned over to Romulus 
is based on funds seized at De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport, as 
well as other local seizures, 
the amount of man-hours given 
and other resources.

Safety still 
saves lives

Holiday traffic safety needs 
are currently being stressed by 
Romulus Traffic Officer Jer- 
ome Yoscovits. 

“The holiday season is al- 
ready upon us and combining 
that stress with the typical 
Michigan winter weather, we 
must all do our part to ensure 
safe motoring for the commu- 
nity,” Yoscovits said. 

“Make sure your vehicle is 
winterized as snow and ice 
will soon be on our roads,” he 
said, “and equip your car or 
truck with a good scraper and 
jumper cables.” 

Keeping the traffic lanes 
safe is not just part of the traf- 
fic officer’s role, 

Yoscovits said, “It really is 
the responsibility of us all.” 

The traffic officer said. 
“Most accidents can be pre- 
vented by using courtesy on 
the road and by reducing 
speed when road surfaces be- 
come slick. 

Some other tips include: 

•allow more distance bet- 
ween you and vehicles ahead 
of you on the road. 

•be prepared to stop when 
approaching intersections, the 
green light could change at 
any moment. 

•plan ahead for your shop- 
ping and visiting trips. 

•use alternate routes during 
the winter months if need be. 

•expect the unexpected, be 
watchful and most of all if you 
drink alcohol, do not drive.

Joel Carr, assistant Ro- 
mulus School District superin- 
tendent, appeared at the 
session and said that the fence 
the schools erected in 1984 was 
still in good shape and that 
one small area (about eight 
feet long) had been repaired. 

The property in question is 
currently owned by the city, 
following a takeover because 
of non-payment of taxes. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
complained that the city tried 
to be a part of the communica- 
tion on the dump issue early 
on, but she felt Romulus was 


ignored until “they realized it 
was going to be very expensive 
and needed our checkbook.” 

The DNR wants the city to 
pay for the fencing of the prop- 
erty. Thomas also explained 
that if the cost of the clean up 
escalates, it may be turned 
over to the EPA. 

Council members said they 
could not respond to the 
DNR’s options in the 10-day 
period requested, since it just 
received the DNR’s opinions 
Monday night. 

Thus the city’s Emergency 
Management Coordinator Mar- 
garet Leduc revealed she 
would continue to work with 
both the city and DNR to 
speed the clean up effort.

Tutoring service available 


Teacher’s memories relived

Romulus Middle School 
Technology Lab 2000 instruc- 
tor John Juriga was given a 
chance to relive history last 
month by the current Peace 
Corps director. 

Juriga, who served with the 
early Peace Corps in Kingston, 
Jamaica in 1967-68, was invited 
by Peace Corps Director Carol 
Bellamy to join in a University 
of Michigan “monumental mo- 
ment in history” symposium 
that remembered the day in 
1960 when Presidential candi- 
date John F. Kennedy first ex- 
pressed the concept of the 
Peace Corps on the steps of the 
Michigan Student Union 
Building on the University of 
Michigan campus. 

Kennedy, then the junior 
senator from Massachusetts, 
met with a gathering of U of M 
students about 2 a.m. Oct 14, 
1960 and urged the formation 
of a group of Americans, who 
would agree to sign up for a 
two-year work stint in develop- 
ing countries. 

A university spokesman 
said 1,000 Michigan students 
signed a pledge to join such an 
effort a short time later. 

Juriga, who heads the local 
middle school Smart Lab, feels 
he was invited to the Oct 12 
outing this year because of his 
previous involvement with the 
Peace Corps. 

The honored computer age 
teacher is proud that his work 
was remembered and was 
happy to express international 
projects he has taken part in 
during recent years through 


his church. 

Juriga told Bellamy he 
worked for two weeks in Haiti 
in 1988 building a school and 
in Moscow this past summer 
working on a collective farm. 

Juriga said Bellamy was ex- 
tremely pleased to hear of the 
community involvement pro- 
jects that Romulus Middle 
School and Romulus High 
School students are involved 
in at this time. 

The Middle School students 
have been engaged in the com- 
munity program, where they 
are writing personal letters 
and cards to area shut-ins and 
those now residing in nursing 
homes. Later, the program will 
have the students actually 
meet these elderly persons 


where they live. 

High school students have 
been involved in a number of 
programs including eradicat- 
ing teen gang-style graffiti, re- 
pairing senior citizens autos 
and planting trees and bushes 
on school and city property. 

Bellamy also was on hand to 
explain to Michigan students 
that the Peace Corps, now 30 
years old, is working hard on 
worldwide environmental is- 
sues such as aiding forestry, 
natural parks, and wildlife 
management projects. 

She pointed out that the 
Peace Corps is particularly 
seeking to add numerous envi- 
ronmental volunteers in criti- 
cal areas such as central and 
eastern Europe.

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One test not enough to measure progress

It’s December and, for those 
of us in the business of educa- 
tion, that means that Michigan 
Educational Assessment Pro- 
gram (MEAP) test results will 
soon be released. It also 
means that the debates about 
what the scores mean, how 
they are used and whether 
they should be compared are 
also about to begin - again. 

For this year, I’d like to pro- 
pose a cease fire. Whether the 
students in your school scored 
well or poorly, whether the nu- 
mbers are greater or smaller 
than last year, or greater or 
smaller than the neighbors’, 


I’d like to spend less energy 
this year on the rhetoric about 
what the scores “really mean.” 

Basing student progress on 
the results of one test is like 
basing the diagnosis of a se- 
rious illness solely on body 
temperature. Suffice it to say, 
low scores indicate that there 
are educational needs. 

If that seems too obvious to 
be worthy of note, let me pro- 
pose still another “obvious” 


fact: Before the event of MEAP, 
it was possible to determine 
how well or poorly a school 
was serving students. 

Parents will tell you that 
they place more weight on the 
daily, weekly and monthly as- 
sessments of progress done in 
the classroom by the teacher 
than they do on any one stan- 
dardized test. And, any 
teacher will tell you that 
MEAP is only one of many 


standardized tests used regu- 
larly in classrooms to measure 
students’ academic growth. 

If you really want to know 
what’s going on in your com- 
munity, ask about those things 
that we know result in student 
growth. 

For example, if you want a 
genuine indicator of student 


success, look for the amount of 
parent involvement. The 
greater the involvement of par 
ents, the greater the academic 
achievement of students. 

Find out if the principal 
and teachers in your school 
have high expectations of stu- 
dents. It’s true in the class- 
room as it is in the work place: 


people produce what we ex 
pect them to produce.

Area residents may recognize this newly famous group that 
has been showcased in recent commercials including Coca Cola 
and Target stores. 

Co-directors Luke Cresswell and Steve McNicholas trace 
Stomp’s creation back to their time with street ensemble Pook- 
iesnackenburger in the mid 1980s. Cressell started drumming lor 
a living in his teens.

said. “Stomp was put together to prove them wrong.” 

The show has progressed since its first debut at the Edin- 
burgh Festival in 1991. Each performance begins with a broom 
sequence which leads to more technically advanced show- 
stopping dance and vocal acts. 

In the opening scene, one of the players walks on stage and 
begins sweeping with a broom. A rhythm of knocks and scrapes 
start. The rest of the band joins and in less than a minute, eight 
rapid and individual patterns of sound are doing their own thing 
but always stopping and starting together. 

Stomp demands a lot of physical movement which takes a lot 
out of each performer. 

“If you still have energy left after the show, then you’re not 
pulling your weight,” Cresswell said. 

The show is overflowing with comical timing. It turns mun- 
dane household tasks, such as removing stains from a carpet, 
into a humorous and harmonious experience. 

Orchestrated like a score from the most intricate of master- 
works, Stomp’s grand slam of exhilaration is surprisingly subtle 
and explosive, encompassed with a furiously harnessed facadq 
of junk-laden scaffolding and a vast spectacle of hypnotizing 
figures and decorations.

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Madonna faces Rudolph in holiday conflict

In her stormy life. Madonna 
has survived conflicts with the 
Pope, David Letterman. and 
her ex-husband, Sean Penn. 
Will she survive a new attack 
being mounted by Inkster re- 
cord producer Jim Randolph? 

“I'm after Madonna because 
she reneged on her promise to 
me,” said Randolph. 

Randolph formerly man 
aged rap singer Martin Cic- 
cone, Madonna’s brother, now 
a prisoner in Oakland County 
jail, awaiting trial on a drunk 
driving charge. When Ran 
dolph managed Martin. Mad 
onna made promises to 
Randolph in return for a favor. 

Though Randolph had 
never met Madonna, he was in 
a position to grant her a favor 
because of his appearance, 
with Martin, in Truth or Dare, 
Madonna’s movie about one of 
her world tours. As the movie 
stirred many controversies, 
Randolph and Martin were in- 
vited to appear on Faith Dan- 
iels’s television show, A Closer 
Look, bn NBC, to discuss the

film and Martin’s recordings. 

So anxious was Madonna to 
prevent the pair from talking 
about her publicly, that she 
twice called Randolph from an 
airport; she was on her way to 
the Cannes Film Festival to 
promote Truth or Dare. 

“She said, if we didn’t do the 
show, she would help us with 
anything - videos, records, 
connections,” said Randolph. 
“So I canceled and took full re- 
sponsibility, and the show pro- 
ceeded without us.” 

When Madonna returned 
from France, she invited Ran 
dolph and Martin to stay at her 
Los Angeles home for two 
weeks, and offered to schedule 
a photo session with her photo- 
grapher. But the invitation was 
withdrawn when she signed on 
for a part in A League of Our 


Oum. 

"She put Marty on the back 
burner because she didn’t 
want him at her house when 
she wouldn't be there,” said 
Randolph. “After this, Martin 
started becoming trouble — 
drinking heavily and not show- 
ing up for recording dates. He 
went out of control.” 

And, from this point on, 
Madonna refused Randolph’s 
calls, causing him to believe 
that she had reneged on her 
promises. 

The final straw occurred in 
1991, when Randolph booked 
Martin on the Maury Povich 
Show, and Martin destroyed 
their relationship by renego- 
tiating the booking. 

The breach led to court, and 
Randolph was awarded 
$177,300 in damages. Collect- 


ing was difficult, as Martin re- 
fused sendee at his Southfield 
apartment. So come 
Christmas, Randolph set Mar- 
tin up. 

“I hired a private investiga- 
tor to dress up as Santa Claus 
and stand in front of Finger’s 
Saloon with a great big 
Christmas card with a sum- 
mons taped inside. Martin was 
expected to meet someone 
there to discuss doing con- 
struction work. When he 
showed up and was handed 
the summons, I took video and 
pictures. That was judgment 
day.” 

“Judgment Day” is also the 
name of a compact disk that 
Randolph is releasing under 
Martin Ciconne’s name. The 
judgment allows Randolph to 
use Ciccone’s name and like- 
ness to recover the $177,300 
award. Included with the re- 
lease are the pictures of Mar- 
tin receiving the summons 
from Santa, as well as several 
mug shots of Martin, which 
Randolph obtained from the 
Oakland County jail. 

Musically, the album con- 
tains seven songs that Martin 


recorded for Randolph before 
the split. Additionally, there 
are three recordings that min- 
gle Martin’s voice with mate- 
rial recorded by Tri-Force, 
gangster rappers managed by 
Randolph. 

The attack on Madonna ap- 
pears in the song “Judgment 
Day,” whose lyrics mock Mad- 
onna for “leavin’ your older 
brother in the jail cell to rot...” 

The attack was hot enough 
to be covered by MTV-NEWS 
in a story that aired Nov. 22 
and 23. 

Madonna has not 
responded.

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New tax break affects household workers 


Household employers are 
getting a tax break fYom gov 
eminent officials, who decided 
to increase the dollaf exemp 
tion amount for their adult em- 
ployees. 

A report issued from the In- 
ternal Revenue Service cites 
that individuals who work in a 
household can make up to 
$1,000 per year before their 
employer must contribute to 
Social' Security-. That number 
is up $800 from the former law, 
which was compiled in the 
mid-1950s. 

“It was no longer a realistic 
dollar amount,” said Elcy Mac- 
cani, public affairs specialist 


for the IRS. “Congressional at- 
tention was drawn to the tax 
issue by the recent election 
and they addressed it.” 

According to IRS District 
Director Arlene Kay, anyone 
who paid a household em- 
ployee wages of more than $50 
in a calendar quarter (three 
months) had to file a quarterly 
report and pay Social Security 
and Medicare taxes on those 
wages. As a result of the law 
change, employers who paid 
taxes for household employees 
on less than $1,000 will be eli- 
gible for refunds. 

“Employers can obtain their 


refunds by filing Form 843, 
Claim for Refund and Request 
for Abatement,” said Kay, “and 
employees should request re- 
imbursement from their em- 
ployers for any Social Security 
or Medicare taxes withheld 
from their pay.” 

These employees can cover 
a wide range of occupations 
from babysitters, to gardeners 
to house cleaners. 

“It’s anyone performing a 
service in the home,” said Mac-

Under the new tax law, 
there are specific guidelines 
that indicate which category a 
worker will fall under. For in- 
stance, the law considers a 
person a domestic employee if 
the household employer has 
the ability to hire and fire the 
individual or dictate which 
dates and times the work will 
be performed.

“user friendly,” the reporting 
requirements have been sim- 
plified.

Michigan law makers 
should look carefully at the 
mood of the people and the 
Michigan Constitution before 
deciding whether to support a 
major increase in the state gas- 
oline tax. according to Rich 
Studley. vice president of the 
Michigan Chamber of Com 
merce. 

•‘The voters (in the general 
election) spoke clearly in sup- 
port of ‘The Taxpayers’ 
Agenda’ of Gov. John Engler,” 
Studley said. “Any move to in- 


crease taxes must be consid- 
ered with that in mind.” 

The Road Information Pro- 
ject, led by the County Road 
Association of Michigan, pro- 
posed an 80 percent increase 
in the state gasoline tax, from 
15 cents a gallon to 27 cents, 
and a doubling of the tax on 
diesel fuel. 

Studley said an increase of 
that magnitude so quickly af 
ter an election would ignite vo- 
ter cynicism, give the state one 
of the highest gasoline taxes in 


the nation and violate the 
Headlee Amendment to the 
state constitution. 

A September survey of 800 
voters found that only 43 per- 


cent of voters supported a gas- 
oline tax increase of 5 cents 
per gallon, with 51 percent dis- 
approving. The survey did not 
question the feelings of voters 


on a 15 cent increase. 

If implemented, the 27 cent 
per gallon tax would make the 
state tax the highest in the na- 
tion. By comparison, Illinois 
has a 19 cent per gallon gas- 
oline tax. Indiana has a 15 cent 
tax and Ohio has a 22 cent a 
gallon tax. 

In addition. Studley noted 
that any significant tax in- 
crease will put the state reve- 
nue collections above the limit 
allowed by the Headlee 
Amendment, requiring a con 


stitutional amendment 

“There may be a need for 
some increase in transporta- 
tion revenues,” said Studley, 
but lawmakers should look 
very carefully at the size of any 
tax increase and ask questions 
about where the money goes 
before falling into a political 
pothole from which they may 
not easily escape.”

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Trial set in Westland stabbing

A 32-year-old Livonia resi- 
dent, who attacked a Westland 
man by stabbing him with 
shards of glass, is scheduled 
for trial March 14 before De- 
troit Recorders Judge George 
Crockett III. 

Daniel Clark Hughes was 
charged with felonious assault 
after he allegedly stabbed 
Jason Martin with glass from a 
broken bottle he attempted 
the hit the victim with, accord 
ing to testimony taken during 
preliminary examination in 
Westland 18th District Court. 

The defendant is being held 
on a $5,000 cash bond and

faces up to four years in prison 
if convicted. A request for 
bond reduction was denied by 
18th District Judge C. Charles 
Bokos due to the defendant’s 
criminal history. According to 
18th District Court Adminis- 
trator David Wiacek, Hughes 
has been convicted of three 
misdemeanors including fraud 
and larceny. 

The alleged assault oc- 
curred around 8:30 p.m. Oct. 25 
at the victim’s upper flat lo- 
cated at 35245 Marquette Road 
in Westland. Martin testified 
that he was awakened by 
pounding on the door. When 
he got up, the 25-year-old said 
he thought he saw his girl- 
friend’s mother’s rental car 


outside so he unlocked his 
front door. 

“He burst through the door 
with an empty 40-ounce bottle 
in his hand and swung it at my 
head,” Martin said. 

When the defendant al- 
legedly missed the victim, he 
came into the home and began 
wrestling with Martin. Accord- 
ing to testimony, Martin man- 
aged to pin him against the 
wall and get him into a choke 
hold on the floor when the de- 
fendant picked up a piece of 
broken glass. 

“He stabbed me in the back 
and hand with a piece of bro- 
ken glass. 1 received bruises 
and two large incisions on my 
hand and one on my back,” 


Martin testified. 

Martin added that during 
the commotion his neighbors, 
who live inside the lower por- 
tion of the home, called 911 
and witnessed the stabbing 
when they came up the adjoin- 
ing staircase. 

According to Westland po- 
lice Sgt. Leonard West, the de- 
fendant was upset because he 
believed the victim had some 
of his property. The victim 
lives with Hughes’ former girl- 
friend, West added. 

Hughes is also scheduled to 
appear before Recorder’s 
Judge Harvey Tennen for a 
Dec. 15 re-sentencing for viola- 
tion of probation in a narcotics 
case.

Crack cocaine 'sting' nets 16 arrests, drugs

A team of undercover narcotics officers that 
included officers from neighboring communities 
arrested 16 men, seized two vehicles and an unde- 
termined amount of cocaine Wednesday night 
during a ‘‘sting operating” in high drug- 
trafficking areas in Inkster. 

The agents, working in unmarked cars and 
using marked bills, made the arrests after report- 
edly purchasing suspected rock cocaine from the 
drug dealers. 

One of the “buys" triggered a high-speed police 
chase involving a drug pusher who crashed his 
van in a field and apparently made good on his 
escape. Police are searching for the suspect who 
had pulled his 1978 GMC alongside the unmarked 
police vehicle in the western Glenwood Avenue 
area. 

The suspect asked the officer if he “was 
straight,” and when the officer, said he was “look- 
ing for a $20” (jargon used by drug users and 
purchasers for the amount of drugs they want), 
the driver told him to follow his vehicle. 

The suspect drove his vehicle to Eastern 
Street, just south of Glenwood and stopped. The 


officer walked off to the van and excnanged his 
marked $20 bill for the rock cocaine and returned 
to his vehicle. 

Once reaching his vehicle, the officer radioed 
the rest of the team who responded. However, the 
suspect drove off at a high-rate of speed and took 
the officers on a chase that eventually wound up 
in the heavily-traveled Middlebelt Road section 
of the city. The chase resulted in a pile up on 
Middlebelt, but the suspect managed to elude 
and briefly lost the officers until officers again 
caught sight of him in the 1800 block of Lexington 
where the suspect lost control of his vehicle and 
crashed. 

The suspect leaped from the wreck and disap- 
peared in the night, making good on his escape. 

However, Aaron Davis, 20, of 27117 Florence, 
and Lorenzo Ragland, 40, of 29473 Steinhauer, 
were not so fortunate. They were arrested and 
charged with possession of cocaine, in an unre- 
lated case. 

According to police reports, Ragland flagged 
down an unmarked police car on Wellington, 
north of Florence Street, around 10 p.m. Tuesday 
and asked the driver: “What do you need?” 

When the driver asked for a $20, Ragland went 
to the corner of Florence and talked to an alleged 


accomplice later identified as Davis. He returned 
shortly to the officer’s vehicle and exchanged the 
suspected dope for the marked $20 bill. 

Shortly after the transaction, the team of offi- 
cers closed in and arrested the two suspects who 
have court appearances Wednesday in 22nd Dis- 
trict Court. 

In nearly identical “sting” operations, the team 
of police officers also arrested and charged the 
following Inkster residents for possession of co- 
caine: Jimmy Lee Sanders, 37, of 4045 Burns; An- 
thony Keenan Gregory, 31, of 26725 Notre Dame; 
Carl Dewayne Parks, 30, of 2334 Harriet; Antonio 
Jerome Swan, 17, of 29027 York, and James Robin- 
son, address unknown. 

Also arrested was Marcus Jamal Upthegrove, 
18, of 30240 Pierce, who also is charged with pos- 
session of a concealed weapon. 

Darren Andre Butler, 29, of Detroit, and Don- 
nez Renault Booker, 22, of 4323 Bridgeport, were 
also charged wit possession of cocaine. 

Inkster police officer Greg Hill said none of the 
officers involved in the “sting” was injured. 

“We targeted those individuals who were sell- 
ing drugs on the streets,” said Hill. “We also 
seized two vehicles and some cash.”

Parents continue protests of school redistricting

Parents and students had their final oppor- 
tunity to tell the Wayne- Westland Board of Edu- 
cation how they feel about a proposed plan to 
implement the middle school concept, changing 
district boundaries and closing four elementary 
schools, at a public hearing conducted Tuesday 
evening at John Glenn High School. 

The open meeting was one of two public hear- 
ings scheduled before the proposal is brought 
before the board for action Monday. More than 
200 people attended both hearings and voiced 
concerns ranging from student safety to grand- 
fathering secondary students into the schools 
they wish to attend. 

“I was forced to cut back to working part-time 
to take my daughter to Stevenson and my now my 


son to a different school,” Denise Kittle of Canton 
said. 

Kittle said if her son attends middle school 
next year, she would be on the road one hour 
every morning and afternoon. 

“When it becomes impossible for me to get my 
children to school, who will step in?” Kittle 
asked. 

Others opposed the schools their children 
would attend if boundary changes are approved. 

“I got a first hand look at Wayne and Adams. I 
deliberately moved so she (daughter) could stay 
in Schweitzer and get away from those schools. I 
want my daughter to ... go to Stevenson and Glenn. 
If I have to ... I will move,” Westland resident 
Cecilia Graham said. 

“I don’t want my son to go to Adams and Wayne 
Memorial. Maybe we need to solve the problems 
at these schools instead of redistricting,” Rose 


Carter said. 

Madison Elementary student Rob Goins ques- 
tioned what benefit redistricting would have for 
him since it would cause Goins and four other 
students to be separated from the rest of their 
classmates who will go to John Glenn High after 
attending Stevenson Junior High. 

Inkster Councilman John Clemens fought for 
Fischer to remain open and suggested Hicks be 
closed instead. 

“There would be more students crossing Inks- 
ter to go to Hicks than there would be to go to 
Fischer,” Clemens said. “The Fischer area has 
starter homes - families with small children. The 
area of Hicks has less of that and a smaller turn- 
over rate,” he added. 

If Fischer is closed, Clemens said, “Property

Inkster man charged with shooting estranged wife

Telling his estranged wife that if he “couldn’t 
have her, nobody would,” a 50-year-old Ecorse 
man shot and wounded his wife during a domes- 
tic tiff. Inkster police said. 

The suspect was arrested Wednesday evening 
without incident. 

Felix Humphrey, the defendant in the at- 
tempted murder of his wife, was scheduled to be 
arraigned Thursday afternoon before Judge Syl- 


via James in 22nd District Court. He is accused of 
attempted murder and felony firearms. 

Humphrey is accused of shooting Phyllis 
Humphrey in the leg in his estranged wife’s home 
in the 26000 block of Dartmouth. The divorce, 
according to the victim, is to be finalized on Dec. 
15. 

However, the suspect showed up at their 
Dartmouth residence Tuesday with his sister and 
a man who, according to police reports, was only 
identified as “Meatball”. 

The victim told police that her husband appar 


ently had been drinking and was abusive. She 
said that an argument erupted over the pending 
divorce and the suspect pulled a small caliber 
revolver and pointed it at her. 

“If I can’t have you. nobody will,” the defen 
dant purportedly said. He then shot twice at his 
wife, one* of the bullets striking her in the leg. 

The suspect’s sister and “Meatball” ran into 
the room and “Meatball” asked: “Why the f ; did 
you have to do that for?”

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Computers enchance classroom learning for Class of 2000

To some people entering 
Earl Herrington’s seventh 
grade computer class for the 
first time, it might appear as if 
the students at Central Middle 
School are learning through 
experimentation, not direc- 
tion. When one takes a closer 
look however, it is obvious that 
the direction is strong, but si- 
lent. 

“We try to back up anything 
they do in English class,” said 
Herrington, who indicated that 
the philosophy began right 
from the start. “The directions 
are on the top of each of the 
assignments. They read the di- 
rections, copy them right onto 
their assignment and start the 
work." 

Students are permitted to 
work at their own pace as long 
as they get each of their assign- 
ments completed. There are 
eight assignment variations in 
all-creating a news article, a 
lesson on proofreading, de- 
signing invitations, writing a 
friendly letter and a business 
letter, composing a short story, 
followed by an essay, design- 
ing and filling a newsletter 
and learning how to work on a 
database. 

“We try to make things as 
practical as possible,” said the 
educator. “The students take 
notes on starting the computer, 
formatting, saving and print- 
ing. Then they are tested on if 
their notes are accurate. You 
can tell if everything comes 


out accurately.” 

I thought it was interesting 
how Herrington paralleled the 
instruction to baking a cake. 
He explained that all the com- 
ponents are necessary' to make 
a student computer literate in 
his class, but that a student 
could still make things work 
even if they skipped a step or 
two. 

“But it wouldn’t taste very' 
good if it were a cake,” he ex- 
plained. 

According to his students, 
he uses these types of analo- 
gies and jokes all the time 
when communicating with the 
class. 

Bob Baack explained one of 
the best things about the class 
was the teacher and the way 
he communicates. 

“He tells these really corny 
jokes that are so stupid they’re 
funny,” he said. Then he 
showed me an example of a 
short story he wrote on the 
computer explaining the life of 
Mr. Herrington. Baack con- 
cluded his story saying that he 
wanted to be just like his 
teacher. There was a response 
from Mr. Herrington at the bot- 
tom reading “you should be a 
car salesperson.” 

“These students use a lot of 
imagination when completing 
their assignments,” said the 
teacher. “This is one of the 
best groups I’ve ever had. “ 

In talking to the different 
students, I could see that al- 
lowing the students to use 
their imagination was an effec- 
tive way of teaching the kids to 


work with the computers. 

“The fun thing about this 
class is I can do anything I 
want,” said Samantha Guile, 
who was writing her news arti- 
cles to finish a newsletter. “I’m 
writing a story about a cat who 
is on a crime spree.” 

Aside from the established 
assignments, students are also 
permitted to use the computer 
class to write reports for other 
classes, make study guides or 
even lists for more practical 
purposes. 

“I’m working on a price 
guide for my cards,” said Ryan 
Madgwick. “I buy, sell and 
trade cards for football, base- 
ball, every' spoil." 

In addition to the computer 
assignments, students are re- 
quired to read one chapter of 
Computer Literacy weekly and 
finish the worksheet at the end 
of each chapter. 

Students indicated that al- 
though the class is not difficult 
for them because they are able 
to learn the information in a 
creative and innovative way, 
they were conscientious that 
they needed to stay focused. 

“The hardest thing about 


this class is trying not to talk 
that much, because if you do, 
you won’t get your work done,” 
said Eli Mueller, who said he 
would like to follow in his fa- 
ther’s footsteps one day and 
become a computer program 
mer. When he is not busy work- 
ing on his computer, he 
entertains the other students 
and the teacher with his short 
stories. During my visit, he 
showed me an example. He 
called it his “Chick (girl) 
Story”. 

While watching over these 
students, who are just 10 years 
younger then me, it was amaz- 
ing to see how much has 
changed in the world of 
computers. The first computer 
class I ever took, we learned 
how to turn it on, do basic 
functions and turn it off. The 
fact that these kids are learn- 
ing how to do spread sheet, 
which I still do not have a 
working knowledge of, offers 
me inspiration that the public 
school system will remain 
strong for our students even in 
times of trouble. In the same 
breath, it makes me wonder if I 
will be competitive enough in 


the work force without the 
technological knowledge they 
possess. 

After hearing Herrington’s 
parting comment, I realize that 
I am not alone in that I do not 
have the same computer expe- 
rience. 


“When we first started 
computers, we had some kids 
who were afraid to touch it, 
like some adults are today; but 
now, they sit down and go to 
it,” he said. “They know if they; 
make a mistake, it’s no big 
deal. Just start over.” 


Retiring Westland fire chief takes similar post

Westland Fire Chief Larry 
Lane has announced that he 
accepted the position of 
Brighton fire chief effective 
Jan. 16, 1995. 

Final approval of the move 
is scheduled for the Thursday 
Brighton City Council meeting. 
Lane will officially retire from 
the Westland post Jan. 13, 1995. 

Lane, 48, has been with the 
Westland Fire Department for 
23-1/2 years, starting as a fire- 
fighter in 1971, and has served 
as Westland Fire Chief for the 
past eight years. An additional 
two years of military service 
brings Lane’s service time to 
25-1/2 years. 

Lane will be earning less as 
the Brighton fire chief, receiv- 
ing $46,500 annually to start, 
but jumping up to $48,800 after 
the first year. Currently, Lane 
earns $58,400 as Westland’s 
fire chief and will recieve a 
pension after he retires. 

“I will receive less salary, 
but I have less respon- 
siblities,” Lane said. 

As Westland fire chief, Lane 
is required not only to serve as 
chief but also act as emer- 
gency management coordina- 
tor helping direct fire and 
police personnel during disas- 
ter situations such as tornados 
and severe fires. 

Lane will also oversee 
fewer firefighters with 45 on- 
call personnel compared to 73 
firefighters in Westland. 

Lane said there were sev- 
eral reasons why he took the 
Brighton position, but two 
main motivations helped him 
make the final decision. 

“I built a good team here 
and now it’s time to let them 
grow as individuals,” Lane 
said. 

The longtime Westland fire 
official said he was very inter- 
ested in starting some of the

holiday al the turn of the century. 

Rather than a month or more of pre holiday 
shopping and a frenzy of activities, the holidays 
of the late-lBUOs featured family celebrations 
and visiting. Gifts were usually limited to chil- 
dren and were usually hand made. 

Families attended church services on 
Christmas Eve, and came home to decorate 
their tree with homemade paper decorations, 
strings of cranberries and popcorn. Sometimes, 
the decoration of the tree was left for Santa 
Claus, who performed the task after the chil- 
dren fell asleep. 

As they still do today, youngsters often left 
cookies for Santa, and when filled their stock- 
ings with simple treats if they were good. For 


the naughty boys (and girls), Santa might place 
a lump of coal or a potato in the stocking as lie 
did in European homes in years past 

Candles were carefully placed on the tree, 
and lit only when only when there was somebnc 
to watch them. People who remember the early 
part of the century recall that on Christmas Eve 
an usher with a bucket of water was assigned to 
watch the candles on the Christmas tree and to 
douse them with the water if they ignited the 
branches. 

When the children at the turn of the century 
awoke on Christmas morning they found a mod- 
est assortment of apples, oranges, nuts apd 
candy treats plus toys crafted by Father or 
Grandpa and clothes sewn by Mother. Some 
times, there was a new doll for the girls, hut 
more often, there was a new set of doll clothes 
or a cradle to enhance the gift from a previous 
holiday.

We have an array of angels many bor- 
rowed from private collections displayed in 
the store windows in amid the furnishings in 
the buildings,” Wilson said. “We've asked visi

tors to count the angels, but I’m not sure how 
many we really do have. There are numerous

Trees are decorated in the style of the 
late-1800s and youngsters are invited in to re 
create crafts of that era. 

Among the replicas of 11 turn of the century 
buildings are: 

• Wabash Depot, which was built in the early 
1880s. and when the construction of the railroad 
drastically effected the growth of Van Buren 
Township. With the advent of the train depot. 
Belleville became the main shipping j int t 


the township and neighboring communities. 

• Van Buren Township Hall, built in 1875, has 
served through the years a library, police sta 
tion. jail and office building. It now houses the 
offices of the Belleville Enterprise, the Belleville 
Chamber of Commerce and Adventure Travel. 
The second floor was paid for by the Grange 
Society an used as a meeting hall. 

• Beebe’s Store, built by Walter Beebe and 
his father, was located on Wear Road in West 
Sumpter. The general store stocked everything 
from yard goods to groceries plus clothing, med- 
icine an candy. 

• Denton Methodist Church was built in 1890 
on two lots purchased for $100. 

• Dressmaker’s shop is typical of the resi 
dences of the era. In 1881. there were to dress- 
makers and one milliner in the Belleville area. 

• Pullen Furniture Store was operated by 
J.C. Pullen who also had an undertaking estab- 
lishment on Main Street, near High Stieet. 
prior to 1913. 

• Sumpter School was a one room school 
house which featured separate doors fur bo>s 


and girls to enter and exit. > 

• Dr. Forbes’ office and home, built in Die 
early 1850s by John Forbes, was located on I* *U1 
erty Street. For many years, his son, Dr. E^ia? 
Forbes, lived and practiced medicine in Hie 
house. 

• Arlington Hotel, built prior to 1890, w;is 

renamed the Mandt Hotel in 1901 when put 
chased by William Mandt. It burned in 1 9tq 
after serving as a meat market, shoe store ao/l 
carpet shop. •> 

• Campbell’s Drug Store, located in the old 
Music Hall, was operated by Sam Campbell. GL 
the right side of the building was the office <X1 
A.E. Smith, owner of The Enterjjnse.

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Community loss 

Death doesn't end firefighter's giving

Herdicated Romulus Fire- 
fighter Henry A. Barnes was 
determined he wanted to see 
more harmony and less grief in 
his -Metro area community - 
goals- he worked for through- 
out his life. 

Mr. Barnes, who just re- 
turned to his Romulus fire 
fighting activities in October 
from a leave, was with the Ro 
mulus Goodfellows only a 
week ago collecting donations 
for the needy so that “no child 
would be without a 
Christmas.” 

This past Tuesday he and 
his wife, Lisa Michele (Ver- 
natt), took the day off from 
work to be with their two chil- 
dren, Russell, 11, and Ryan, 6, 
at Cory Elementary School. 

That night he sat on the 
floor of his Romulus home 
playing with his two sons. 

Then tragically, only hours 
later, Barnes had a severe 
heart attack and died while

sleeping. 

Amazingly even in death, 
the robust firefighter hasn’t 
stopped giving. 

Within hours after his 
death, his eyes were donated 
to another. 

His brother-in-law, Shawn 
Vernatt, reports that 12 per- 
sons have been aided by organ 


transplants from Mr Barnes. 

Fire Chief William Green- 
slait revealed that Mr. Barnes 
was a Romulus firefigher in 
1987-91. He left for a while, 
Greenslait said, due to busi- 
ness responsibilities. 

Mr. Barnes returned as a 
firefighter in October, the 
chief said, and "one day came 
iito my office and sat down. 
Ke asked me rather bluntly 
‘what can we do to make things 
better chief?’” Greenslait said. 

The dedicated firefighter 
was referring to better race re- 
lations, warmer neighborhood 
ties and a friendlier world in 
general, the chief said. 

“He will definitely be mis- 
sed,” Greenslait said. “He was 
liked by everyone he met.” 

Mr. Barnes’ immensely pop- 
ular image was echoed by his 
brother-in-law, his co-workers 
at Sun Oil Co. and his pastor, 
the Rev. Donald (Mike) Mc- 
Clellan of the Romulus 
Wesleyan Church. 

McClellan said “it was not 
unlike Henry to shovel not 
only his own sidewalk, but to 


continue on and clean the 
walks of four or five more 
homes belonging to 
neighbors.” 

According to Mim James, 
the administrative supervisor 
at Sun Oil < Jo of Taylor where 
Mr. Barnes worked, “He was 
just a great guy with a fabulous 
sense of humor. The fact that 
he also loved animals, gave 
him an extra place in my 
heart.” 

A co worker, A1 Zimmer- 
man, said, “If you talked to He- 
nry you knew you were going 
to hear a lot about his family - 
his mom. brothers, his wife 
and children. 

“There just weren’t enough 
hours in the day for Henry to 
do everything he wanted to 
do,” Zimmerman said. 

Hundreds of mourners 
turned out at his funeral ser- 
vices at the Crane Funeral 
Home on Saturday to express 
their thanks for his many acts 
of love in recent years. Inter- 
inent was in Romulus 
Cemetery.
